Floyd was fishing early in the 
night and suddenly the clear call 
of the whippoorwill, (which literally 
named itself) came from a l o n g 
the stream not far from

Handed down through the years 
is an old saying that when the 
whippoorwill gives its call, it is 
time to plant com. 
Another old saying is that lf one 
has money in his pocket when 
they hear the first whippoorwill 
of the spring he will have money 
in his pocket throughout the year. 
Many years ago people fir rn I y 
believed this, and some men car­ 
ried a small amount of change in 
their pocket to be all set for the 
first whippoorwill. 
The whippoorwill is one b i r d 
rarely seen since it Is nocturnal 
in its habita. It is related to the 
nighthawk or bullbat, both being of 
the American goatsucker fami I y 
end native to America. 
The scientific name of the whip­ 
poorwill is antrostromus vociferus, 
but it is probably just ss well that 
the whippoorwill does not try to 
call his Latin name.

The plant was the first of its 
kind in the Central United States, 
and because most of the cement 
user in the nalior at that time 
came from Germany, the founder 
and operator of the plant, George 
Bartholomew, placed a Germ a n 
name on his barrels of cement to 
help promote their sale. 
The cement plant, the large, de- 
cayi»g stone bins of which are still 
j standing, was started soon after 
1886, and it was abandoned about 
1912 when it no longer was a pay­ 
ing venture, and the marl deposits 
were about exhausted. 
The old "M arl City” plant is 
now on private property, and the 
"city’ has vanished, leaving one 
farm cottage on the premises, 
which la occupied by the owner. 
Many of the

stones, imported from Sweden to 
pulverize the marl, are still in evi­ 
dence about the plant, and I have 
many of them as souvenirs of the 
first cement plant in this part of 
America.

Ju st recently we ran across a lifct of 
some fallacies in oui' political, economic 
and social thinking, that are worth re­ 
peating. 
Here is a list of IO of these relating to 
some of the recognizable fallacies of our 
times. 
1. That peace among nations can be se­ 
cured by means other than superior mili­ 
tary strength on the part of our actual 
peace - loving peoples. 
2. That international friendship can be 
secured through gifts rather than through 
genuine common principles and purposes. 
3. That the moral character of a nation 
as a whole can be better than the moral 
character of its citizens as individuals. 
4. That anybody’s opinion as to how to 
run the country is as good as anybody 
tlse's. 
5. That government can give things to 
people’ without first taking them a w a y 
from the people. 
6. That if we keep experimenting long 


enough, we will find a substitute for an 
honest day’s work. 
7. That somewhere and somehow there 
simply must be a substitute for h o n e s t 
money. 
8. That somewhere in the depths of 
“scientific socialism” there must be a 
substitute for the love of one’s neighbor. 
9. That stealing is not stealing when the 
majority of the voters vote in favor of it. 
10. That personal economic security, 
guaranteed by government, is possible 
without the loss of personal liberty. 
Perhaps we can gather from the IO 
points that something is wrong with too 
much of our philosophy today. Unfortu­ 
nately a lot of the philosophy to which 
some people cling certainly wasn’t t h e 
thinking behind the strength that b u i l t 
this great nation. While the greater local 
and international f e e l i n g s for peace, 
friendship, labor, honesty, “the general 
good” and security are worthy, the meth­ 
od of achieving the goals through social­ 
istic plans will defeat the effort. 
Historians of another era may say that 
in their hurry to reach Utopia, some 
Americans saw the guiding lights but lost 
their way by seeking short-cuts.

EDITOR, RECORD-HERALD: 
Good teachers are the heart and 
core of a good school &: stem. Good 
facilities and good administration 
are essential, but without the sin­ 
cere, conscientious, and dedicated 
teachers, the primary purpose of 
the schools c a n n o t be accom­ 
plished. 
We want good teachers in our 
schools and so do our neighboring 
cities. At the present, hher cities 
of comparable size are tilling to 
pay more for good teachers than 
we are. Consequently, with th e 
teacher shortage so 
acute, it is 
difficult to attract the caliber of 
teachers that we would like to have 
in our school system, and hold the 
good teachers who have been so 
faithful to their profession. 
This fall we will need seven ad­ 
ditional teachers for our new build­ 
ings and increased faculty. To in­ 
terest good teachers for t h e s e 
classes, we will need to have a 
better salary schedule. 
This leaves us only one course 
of action: to increase the salary 
schedule for our teachers until we 
are at least comparable to other 
cities of the same size 
As a school board, we feel it is 
our responsibility to the citizens of 
Washington C. H. to give them the 
opportunity to have good teachers 
through increasing our s a l a r y 
schedule by means of additional 
tax levy. 
A salary schedule that would 
compare with other cities of the 
same size, plus the seven additional 
teachers, would require approxi­ 
mately $72,000. Applied to our pres­ 
ent tax duplicate, this would re­ 
quire 3 6 mills to produce the re­ 
quired amount. 
We want to be sure we have 
presented the need and all the 
facts concerning the need so the 
people of Washington C. H. can 
make their decision on May 6. 
We sincerely hope the citi z e n s 
will vote for the levy, that o u r 
schools might continue to improve 
so that Washington C. H. will be 
a better community tomorrow be­

Both the choir and dance group 
have received 
wide recognition 
for the "choral-dance Cheat r e ” 
which the two groups 
explored 
and developed as a medium of 
expression. 
Initial experim ents in combining 
dance and song as an instrum ent 
of artistic expression took place at 
the university in 1938. Since that 
tim e the choir and dance group 
have given many perform ances of 


especially arranged works. 
Singing in the choir is not a part 
of the formal academ ic work of its 
m em bers, but provides experiences 
which go beyond the usual books- 
and-classes concept of univers i ty 
life. 
Only about half of its y o u n g 
m em bers plan

university; the others are studying 
for careers in 
engineering, com ­ 
m erce, science or other f i e l d s 
Some students may he choir m em ­ 
bers for the entire four or five 
years they spend at the university, 
hut one-third to

the choir is reorganized every au ­ 
tumn.
